Germany (UPI) — A 
former Nazi concentration camp com­ 
mandant has testified like others before 
him that he only did his duty at the Sobi- 
dor 
and 
Treblinka camps in Poland, 
where 
he 
is 
accused of murdering 
400,000 Jews. 
“ I have nothing on my conscience,” 
F ranz Paul Stangl 
told a court when 
he went on trial Wednesday. “ Ihave never 
done 
anything except fulfill my duty.” 
Stangl, who said an Austrian bishop 
from the Vatican helped him flee Europe 
after his escape from an Austrian prison 
in 1948, 
was recaptured in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, in 1967 
through the efforts 
of Simon Wiesenthal, the Jewish Nazi- 
hunter. 
Wiesenthal testified he paid a former 
Gestapo agent $7,000 for the tip that led 
to Stangl’s 
arrest. The trial resumes 
Friday. 
Asked by Judge 
Heinz 
Meven why 
he did not flee Sao 
Paulo 
in 1964- 
when he learned Wiesenthal was on his 
trail, the 
gray-haired, 62-year old de­ 
fendant replied: “ Why should I have fled? 
Anybody 
can ask 
me any time what I 
did.” 
He added he had merely 
performed 
his duty at the camps. 
The Gestapo sent Stangl to help build 
the Sobidor 
death 
camp near Lublin, 
Poland, in March, 1942, and five months 
later he was transferred to Treblinka. 
He earned medals and promotion in the 
SS for directing 
the gassing of Jews 
from all over Europe. 
“ Because of my predecessor’s mis­ 
erable work, 
conditions were bad 
in 
Treblinka,” he testified. 
At the judge’s direction, Stangl told 
how he quit 
being a weaver in 1931 to 
join the Austrian criminal police and 
later joined the Gestapo 
when Adolf 
Hitler seized Austria in 1938. 
Before going to Lublin to build Sobi­ 
dor, he said 
he served at institutions 
in Berlin and Austria where Nazi doc­ 
tors performed mercy killings on fee­ 
ble - minded 
Germans 
to help purify 
the race.

SANTA BARBARA (U P I)—A five-year 
police veteran Wednesday solemnly ac­ 
cepted responsibility for the shooting 
death 
of a student (hiring violent disor­ 
ders last month near the University of 
California here. 


David J. Gosselin, 31, told a coron­ 
er’s inquest jury of his shocked dis­ 
belief that his rifle had fired, his men­ 
tal turmoil and his reasons for delaying 
several hours before telling superiors: 


“ I was responsible for the death of 
Kevin Moran.” 


Following 
Gosselin’s testimony, the 
jury of five women and four men return­ 
ed a verdict that the death was “ an ac­ 
cident at the hands of another person. ” 


Moran, 22, a UC Santa Barbara senior, 
was killed early April 18 as he stood on 
the porch of the temj)orary Isla Vista 
branch of the Bank of America. He had 
just emerged from the building after put­ 
ting out a fire ignited by a Molotov 
cocktail and was attempting to wardoffa 
group of angry rock-throwing demonstra­ 
tors. 


Following the shooting, Gosselin said 
“ I just laid on the ground. I was inef­ 
fective as far as the job went. Many 
things went through my mind. 


“ I had to prove to myself that my 
weapon had fired. I opened the bolt of 
the weapon, removed the empty round 
and put it inside my coat. 


“ That’s 
when I 
convinced 
myself 
that I had fired.” 


F irst 
reports indicated Moran was 
killed by a sniper, but Police Chief Al­ 
fred Trembly 
later said the rifle of 
one of his officers had accidentally dis- 
< harged at the time Moran was shot. 


“ The weapon did discharge,’’Gosselin 
said. “ At the time it did, I «ould not 
believe it had. I felt no 
kick from the 
weapon. 
I saw no flame. I was sur­ 
prised. I didn’t «onsciously take the 
safety off.” 


Moran was struck in the right side by a 
,30-06-caliber bullet which severed an 
artery, causing massive bleeding. 


“ I was ( onsciously sure that the wea­ 
pon had fired but subconsciously I didn’t 
want to believe it,” the officer testified. 


Gosselin said he had loaded his rifle 
and set the safety as he went into the 
embattled area in a specially equipped 
dump truck. He had been warned to ex­ 
pect possible sniper fire and Molotov 
cocktail attacks. 
“ I observed what I judged was seven

Canson of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People, NAACP region­ 
al director Leonard C arter and 
representatives 
of the Anti­ 
defamation League and other 
groups. 
The board called a public 
hearing on its emergency action 
taken last March 12 after State 
Superintendent 
of Public In­ 
struction Max Rafferty report­ 
ed that Los Angeles School 
District lawyers had said repeal 
would help their appeal against 
a 
court 
order 
to integrate 
schools. 
Repeal of the guidelines took 
effect 
immediately, 
but 
the 
board appointed a committee to 
draw up new guidelines and 
also set the hearing, 
Mrs. Canson said prior to the 
meeting opposition would center 
on the legality and morality of 
the repeal. She said the action 
was taken “ in a framework 
that was illegal and certainly 
immoral. There’s no question of 
the immorality of it.” 
The guidelines adopted last 
year requested school districts 
to report to the board on their 
plans 
for 
correcting 
ethnic 
imbalances 
that 
vary

than 15 per cent from commu­ 
nity ethnic ratios. The stan­ 
dards were not binding on the 
districts.

W est,” 
Pettigrew testified before the 
Senate’s select Committee on 
Equal Educational Opportunity. 
Pettigrew, 
a native of Rich­ 
mond, Va., the old Confederate

racial patterns and problem s 
for more than 10 years. 
Pettigrew ’s testim ony coin­ 
cided with Sen. Abraham A. 
R ibicoffs announcement in San 
Francisco that he would offer

a re a s .” 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., addressing 
the American Society of News­ 
paper Editors, said his proposal

In the North, Ribicoff said, 
whites 
avoid

hunt.” 
The committee heard For­ 
cade out and even listened to 
his tape recording offolksinger 
Bob Dylan singing, “ You Don’t 
Know 
What’s 
Happening,

You, Dr. Jones?” while he read 
off a list of 51 underground 
newspapers he said “ have l-o n 
victim s of censorship in the last 
three y e a rs.” 
Then Larsen asked him why

pay raise offer by the board. 
The plan could free $18 million 
to cut class size and improve 
many program s in the city’s 
616 public schools.

vote 
did not involve

contract, which will come next 
week, but was on acceptance 
the provisions of the settlem ent 
package. 
Official 
ratification 
was expected to be a form ality. 
However, School Superinten­

Kelly indicated 


there was little chance that the 
board’s 5 per cent pay increase

The offer was the board’s

Absentee rates among the 
d istric ts 25,000 teachers rang-1 
ed from a high of 52 per cent to a 
low of 42 per cent during the 
strik e and student absenteeism 
was down to 32 per cent from a 
high of 48 per cent.

Man overestimated own 


importance in world

Man has felt free to ravage 
nature because he has arro­ 
gantly overestimated his own 
importance in relation to the 
subhuman world. 
That is the view of a leading 
American theologian, Dr. John 
B. Cobb Jr. of the Claremont 
(Calif.) School of Theology. 
Cobb believes the present 
ecological crisis is the prac­ 
tical result of a profound philo­ 
sophical erro r that has infected 
western thought since the time 
of Descartes. 


In rightly proclaiming the 
absolute value of every human 
individual, he says, western 
thought has wrongly tended to 
look upon the rest of nature as 
“ lacking all intrinsic value.” 
Plants, 
animals, stones and 
stream s have been regarded as 
valuable only insofar as they 
are useful to human l>eings. 
Although Christian theology in 
recent centuries has gone along 
with this tendency to “ absolu­ 
tize the gulf” between human 
and nonhuman life, Cobb says, 
it has done so at the sacrifice 
of an ancient and basic Biblical 
insight. 


From the first chapter of 
Genesis 
onwards, 
the Bible 
declares again and again the 
God loves and values ALL of 
His creation, not merely 
the 
human portion 
of it. Even 
before the first man appeared 
on the scene, Genesis affirms, 
God looked upon the earth “ and 
saw that it was good.” 
Other 
parts 
of the Bible 
assert that nature has intrinsic 
worth and dignity because “ it 
shares with man the status of 
ereaturehood, and participates 
with him in witnessing to God's 
greatness.” 
This 
insight 
needs to be 
recovered, Cobb contends, be­ 
cause man will never display 
the 
patience 
and 
restraint 
necessary to nurse the environ­ 
ment back to health until he 
view the subhuman world as 
“ having some claim upon him, 
some intrinsic rights to exist 


and 
to prosper.” Aappealing 
solely to man's long-term self 
interest is not likely to generate 
adequate 
motivation 
for the 
radical changes necessary to 
halt the poisoning of the earth, 
he says. 
“ Let us suppose that wilder­ 
ness plays a crucial role in the 
ecological balance of the planet. 
If 
one 
is 
interested 
in 
wilderness only because of its 
very indirect importance to the 
sustaining and enrichment of 
human life, will he oppose with 
sufficient firmness the strong 
economic and humanistic ar­ 
guments for converting it to 
more direct uses? 


“ Or will those whose only 
interest in the ocean is as a 
resource 
for 
human 
ends 
struggle with sufficient vigor 
against 
its 
use 
as a final 
repository 
for 
w aste-a use 
which in the short run may 
assist in reducing the pollution 
of 
men’s 
more 
immediate 
environment?” 
Cobb presented his argument 
in a paper read at a recent 
scholarly 
seminar 
on 
“ a 
theology 
for 
survival.” 
He 
concluded with 
a plea 
that 
concern for others, which is 
central to the ethical teaching 
of Christianity and Judaism, be 
“ extended to subhuman life as 
well.” Religion in our time, he 
said, must inculcate in mean a 
disinterested love of nature for 
its own sake. 


“ This love of nature involves 
no disparagement of man, for 
he is the apex and summation 
of nature. It need not altogeth­ 
er reject technological manipu­ 
lation of nature where that is 
needed for the sake of a richer 
life 
for man. But it would 
prevent ruthless indifference to 
the consequences of our actions 
for the living environment. 
“ Every human action must 
be measured in term s both of 
its consequences for man and 
of its consequences for other 
living things. 
“ That 
man 
is 
of vastly 
greater worth than any other 
creature does not reduce the 
value of the other to nothing.” 


But Sen. John A. Nejedly, an

of

We live in fast-changing 
times when inherited ideas, 
institutions, traditions a n d 
ways of living may become 
obsolescent. 
The Gilbert National Youth 
Poll surveyed o v e r 5,000 
young people (ages 14-25) 
across the country to de­ 
termine how they felt about 
interracial 
marriages 
and 
marriages involving mates 
of different religions. 
Results indicated that one- 
half of today’s youths are 
a g a i n s t interracial m ar­ 
riages. 
Opposition 
in 
the 
southern and north central 
r e g i o n s is significantly 
greater than in the north­ 
eastern and western regions. 
Sixty-two per cent in the 
South and 55 per cent in the 
North Central opposed inter­ 
racial marriages, but in the 
Northeast and West opposi­ 
tion dropped to 38 per cent 
and 34 per cent respectively. 
Female respondents indi­ 
cated slightly more opposi­ 
tion than males, and opposi­ 
tion seemed to mount as age 
increased. 
Slightly over one-quarter 
of the respondents favored 
interracial m a r r i a g e , and 
support was strongest among 
younger respondents (ages 
17-18). 
The survey asked the same 
youths how they would feel 
about mixed marriages in­ 
volving mates of different 
religions. 
Reaction clearly 
indicated that this is a less 
sensitive area, for more than 
half indicated they would be 
in favor and only 15 per cent 
opposed such marriages. 
Older respondents, o n c e 
again, showed more objec­ 
tions. Younger respondents*, 
as they did with the inter- 
iacial 
question, 
accounted 
for half of those in favor of 
such marriages. 
The regional pattern was 
virtually the same as in the 
question of interracial m ar­ 
riages. 
* The survey then zeroed in 
closer to home and inquired 
how youths felt about inter­ 
racial 
marriages 
in 
their 
own family. The results were 
somewhat surprising. 
Although 
half had 
indi­ 
cated they would oppose in­ 
terracial marriages w h e n 
considered in the abstract, 
only slightly more than a 
t h i r d opposed interracial 
marriages in the context of 
their own family. 
The largest segment (39 
per cent) indicated a suffi­ 
ciently objective mind to in­ 
dicate 
that 
their 
feelings 
would ‘ depend on the cir­ 
cumstances." 
The total response of those 
who favored or would not 
mind interracial marriages 
held firm at just slightly 
more than a quarter of the 
respondents. 
Findings of the National 
Gilbert Youth Foil on a wide 
variety of topics are gath­ 
ered from Gilbert’s National 
Probability Sample, which 
surveys 
several 
thousand 
young people aged 14-25 in 
high schools, colleges, and 
out-of-school across the coun­ 
try Results are projectable 
to the entire population of 
the nation within that age 
group.

TV Technicians Needed

Employment of television 
and radio service technicians 
is expected to i n c r e a s e 
rapidly throughout the 1970s. 
Perhaps one-third of an 
estimated 150,000 technicians 
are self-employed. A b o u t 
three-lourths 
of 
all 
tech­ 
nicians are in shops that sel! 
and service television 
re­ 
ceivers, 
radios 
and 
othei 
electronic products. 
During the next decade, 
the number of households 
with two television receivers 
or more is expected to in­ 
crease significantly, mainly 
because of the growing de­ 
mand for color and light­ 
weight, portable 
television 
receivers. 
New 
consumer 
products, such as home vid­ 
eo tape recorders, will also 
stimulate demand. 


In recent years, technolog­ 
ical improvements in tele­ 
vision receivers and radios 
(such as the use of transis­ 
tors instead of tubes) have 
reduced the amount of serv­ 
ice this equipment requires. 
Technological improvements 
will continue to reduce serv­ 
icing requirements in the 
years ahead and may tend 
to slow employment growth. 


However, technological de­ 
velopments will increase em ­ 
ployment opportunities for 
those television and radio 
service 
technicians 
w h o 
have theoretical as well as 
practical knowledge of elec­ 
tronic circuits and know how 
to use the latest test equip­ 
ment. 
Service 
technicians 
will have to keep their train­ 
ing up to date to cope with 
changes. 


Technical, 
vocational 
or 
high school training in elec­ 
tronic subjects, mathemat­ 
ics and physics have helped 
men to qualify as expert tele­ 
vision and radio service tech­ 
nicians. Home study (cor­ 
respondence school) courses 
are also helpful. 
From two to three years’ 
combined training and on- 
the job experience are re­ 
quired to become a qualified 
television and radio service 
technician. Men without pre­ 
vious training may be hired 
as helpers or apprentices if 
they, show aptitude for the 
work or, like the amateur 
(“ h a m ” i 
radio 
operator, 
have a hobby in electronics. 


An important part of the 
service technicians’ training 
is provided by many manu­ 
facturers, 
employers 
and 
trade associations. Such or­ 
ganizations conduct training 
programs when new models 
or new products are intrp- 
duced as part of a continuing 
effort to keep service tech­ 
nicians abreast of the latest 
technical servicing and busi 
ness methods.

Fishermen— use 


colored lures 


to catch fish 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI)- 
A 
psychologist 
from Brown 
University has a suggestion for 
fishermen: Use colored lures. 
“ Fish can discriminate co­ 
lors,M said Dr. Dean C. Yager, 
an assistant professor at the 
Ivy League school, “ though I’m 
not certain if they are attracted 
to any certain color.” 
Yager said in an interview he 
has 
been using fish in his 
studies of color vision because 
fish and humans have similar 
retinal structures. 
Yager has trained goldfish to 
strike a target with their noses 
only when the target contains a 
noticeable amount of colored 
light. He has found the fish 
continue to strike the target 
even when the colors are dim 
or very pale. 
Psychologists say this tenden­ 
cy indicates presence of normal 
color vision -or what they call 
trichromatic vision—which is 
the mixing of the three primary 
colors of red, green and blue to 
obtain the full color spectrum 
experienced 
by 
thoso 
with 
normal vision. 
Yager’s 
fish 
undergo 
a 
training 
regimen that would 
make 
any 
weight-conscious 
woman wince. 
“ The fish are deprived of all 
food for a week before they 
start their initial training,” he 
said, “ then an automatic feeder 
delivers up to 50 food pellets a 
day into the tank at irregular 
intervals for several days.”

Jim Flick, a r e s p e c t e d 
teaching professional of my 
acquaintance, says his pupils 
have a greater fear of mak­ 
ing a good shoulder turn 
away from the ball than of 
anything else. A good shoul­ 
der turn is as essential to a 
good golf swing as a battery 
to the operation of an auto­ 
mobile. 
Arnold Palmer is a strik­ 
ing example of a man who 
generates enormous power 
with his shoulders. The next 
time you’re watching a tour­ 
nament in person or on tele­ 
vision. 
notice 
how 
Arnold 
makes a nice, full backswing 
by t u r n i n g his shoulders 
until his back very nearly is 
facing the target. He does 
this by taking the club away 
from the balj with his hands, 
arms and shoulders working 
as a unit, instead of jerking 
it back with his hands and 
arms. 
You p r o b a b l y won’t be 
able to turn as much as 
Arnold and retain control.

¡Its Value for U.S. 


Am erica’s s p a c e flights 
may be in for a bad trip. 
This is the conclusion of a 
leading scientist at the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) after 
hearing about President Nix­ 
on’s budget-trimming orders. 
He said: “ The f u t u r e 
really looks bleak. I ’m afraid 
all our plans are going to 
have to be reconsidered— 
and a lot of hopes dashed.” 


His feelings are confirmed 
by the latest National Gilbert 
Youth Poll in a national sur­ 
vey. 
Originally, the two mis­ 
sions in 1969, Nos. 11 and 
12, were to have been fol­ 
lowed by eight more manned 
landings, concluding w i t h 
Apollo 20 in 1972. 
However, budgetary con­ 
siderations have a l r e a d y 
forced the last flight (No. 20) 
to be canceled and the rest 
of the flights to be stretched 
out for an additional two 
years to 1974. 


Many space officials are 
fearful that m a n y other 
space projects — including a 
landing on Mars within the 
next 10 or 20 years — are in 
jeopardy. 


In order to determine the 
reaction of young Americans 
to the space program. The 
National Gilbert Youth Poll 
surveyed over 5,000 young 
people (ages 14-25) in high 
school, college and out-of­ 
school across the country. 


When asked whether pres­ 
ent financial allocations for 
the space program should be 
increased, m a i n t a i n e d at 
their current level, or de­ 
creased, almost two-thirds of 
the nation’s youths favored 
reductions, 
o n e - q u a r t e r 
thought they should stay at 
their present level, and only 
slightly more than eight per 
cent thought they should be 
increased. 


S t i l l more unpromising 
was the fact that less than 
half of the respondents felt 
that the program had any 
importance at all. 


F e m a l e respondents, in 
what may very well be a 
manifestation of the “ purse- 
string” syndrome, were no­ 
ticeably more turned off on 
the space program. T h e y 


outpaced their male counter­ 
parts in advocating budget 
cuts and in general viewed 
with a singular lack of ap­ 
preciation any of man’s ex­ 
traterritorial activities. 
Older respondents (22 and 
over) displayed a more be­ 
nign attitude t o w a r d the 
space program — but hard­ 
ly enough to overcome the 
general indifference. Region­ 
ally, 
southern 
respondents 
led the oiher parts of the 
country in considering the 
s p a c e program important 
but lagged behind when it 
came to endorsing increased 
financial allocations. 
Those who favored budget 
cuts in the space program 
allocations were asked what 
they would rather see the 
money used for. More than 
half felt that the m o n e y 
saved should go to various 
poverty programs. Another 
large segment (15 per cent) 
favored increased assistance 
to educational programs, and 
29 per cent suggested public 
assistance programs such as 
urban renewal, better hous­ 
ing, and attacks on other so­ 
cial ills in the United States. 
The opinions of the rest of 
those who favored budget 
cuts in the space program 
splintered into recommenda­ 
tions for assistance to job 
training, medical research, 
antipollution programs, end­ 
ing the war in Vietnam and 
lowering taxes. 
The findings of the Gilbert 
National Probability Sample, 
which surveys thousands of 
young p e o p l e across the 
country, are projectable to 
the entire population of the 
nation within that age group

Distributed by NEA 
Job opportunities for well- 
qualified dental laboratory 
technicians are expected to 
be very good all through the 
1970s. O p p o r t u n i t i e s for 
trainees should be good, too. 
In addition to an expected 
rapid 
increase 
in employ­ 
ment, m a n y o p e n i n g s 
for dental laboratory tech­ 
nicians will probably occur 
because of the need to re­ 
place those who transfer to 
other fields or retire. 
Opportunities will be best 
in commercial laboratories 
and in federal government 
agencies like Veterans Ad­ 
ministration and Department 
of the Army. 
Some experi­ 
enced technicians s h o u l d 
also be able to establish lab­ 
oratories of their own. 
The number of dentists is 
not expected to keep pace 
with the demand for their 
services; hence, in order to 
devote more time to treat­

of patients, dentists 
will send m o r e and more 
of their laboratory w’ork to 
commercial firms. 
Artificial 
dentures—-teeth, 
crowns, bridges, and other 
dental and orthodontal appli- 


ances—were formerly made 
by dentists. Now dental lab­ 
oratory technicians do most 
of this highly skilled work. 
These technicians do not deal 
directly w i t h patients but 
receive 
prescriptions 
from 
dentists. 
Dental

nicians use small handtools, 
special electric lathes and 
drills,

and other kinds of special­ 
ized laboratory equipment.

As all taxpayers have long since learned to their fiscal 
sorrow, those levies laid upon us so blithely by governments 
as being only temporary 
almost immediately attain a tena­ 
cious urge to live. Like the poor, they are always with us. 


Consider the federal 
manufacturer’s excise tax on auto­ 
mobiles, for example. 
As the Tax Foundation, Inc., points 
out, this has been 
an off-again-on-again proposition since 


1917.

to cling to seven. The 1969 Tax Act renewed the seven per

through this year, but then an off-again phase is 
supposed to start,

nice once in awhile to hear a kind word said about the 
“ imperialist” United States by a foreigner. 
Robert M. Fowler, 
president of the Canadian Pulp and 
Paper 
Association, 
recently had this to say about Canadian- 
U.S. relations before a Parliamentary 
Committee on Ex­ 
ternal Affairs and National Defense: 
“ I think the real problem is not that Americans will try to 
take us over, but that they may decide to leave us out. I think 
the greater danger for the Canadian economy is not American 
aggression but American neglect.” 
Canadians have had a pretty good run with American money. 
Fowler adds. The easy movement to Canada of U.S. technolo-* 
gy, 
capital and trained manpower has done a great deal to 
develop the Canadian economy, resulting in more jobs 
more 
towns, more people, more tradesanda higher Gross National 
Product than the country would otherwise have had. 
But if Canadians continue to be ambivalent about American 
investment, he warns, and continue to say, “ Yes, we need and 
welcome your money and its contribution to our economic

growth, but we do not really like you and we wish we could do 
without 
you and your money, and propose to put obstacles in 
your way.” Americans and other foreign investors might well 
decide, ‘To hell with it. I here are plenty of other more agree­ 
able and exciting places in the world to go.” 
Canadians should make up their minds, says Fowler, wheth­ 
er 
they 
want 
to go it alone or to encourage foreign inves­ 
tors. But they should realize that the first course would mean 
slower economic 
growth, the emigration of many of the na­ 
tion’s better and more impatient young people a substantial­ 
ly lower standard of living for Canadians and the transforma­ 
tion of an open economy to a closed and rigidly controlled one 
Palm 
trees are more likely to sprout in the Yukon than 
that Canadians will opt for this kind of autarky' — national self-

The local school district is once again 
on the horns of financial dilemma brought 
on by the uncertainty of federal and state 
aid revenues. State aid is necessarily 
tied in with the statewide taxing pic­ 
ture, thus rising and falling as assessed 
valuation rises and falls or victim of 
the vagaries of formulas governing the 
application of taxes to education. 
Federal aid, speci­ 
fically legislated un­ 
der Public Law 874, 
however, was orig­ 
inally 
intended to 
compensate 
a dis­ 
trict for the loss of 
property 
t a x e s 
brought on by the pre­ 
sence of military - 
defense 
installa­ 
tions. 
In the case of the local district it’s 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. The school 
district officials contend, and rightfully 
so, that they have to educate thousands of 
youngsters because the military - indus­ 
trial complex brought them here. The 
federal 
monies 
are named “ impacted 
school aid,” expressly for the reasons 
set forth. 
However, Congress goes through the 
same charade each budget time. A fund­ 
ing bill is passed at aid levels usually 
lower than the previous year. Then there 


is consternation. A supplemental bill is 
passed restoring part of the reductions. 
A prime bill currently being consid­ 
ered, for example would fund P.L. 874 
at 90 per cent of the entitlement for de­ 
fense connected students who live on Van­ 
denberg Air Force Base, and 45 per cent 
for students who live elsewhere. 
It is the contention of the district 
that a minimum of 90 per cent on both 
categories is necessary. Figures, com­ 
piled by Joe Carlin, assistant business 
manager, indicate that 65 per cent of next 
year’s students will be the children of 
federal employes. 
Carlin 
notes: 
“Although the federal 
government has provided an average of 
25 per cent of our income for the last 
eight years, which included full funding 
under Subsection 3B (students who live 
off-base\ the average expenditure per pu­ 
pil for the current expense of education 
in all California unified school districts 
exceeded the amount expended per pupil 
in Lompoc Unified School District by 
$53.29 during this period.” 
I he threatened reckictions below the en­ 
titlement for students who live off-base, 
then, 
would place the district in even 
worse relationship to the average spent 
on each student in the unified districts. 
These are not easy statistics for the 
average citizen to understand. Yet the 
need to understand them is compelling.

Carlin’s analysis indicates that there 
will be 9,370 federally connected stu­ 
dents next fall, (compared with a total 
enrollment of 14,500) 5,020 of them in the 
category that may be funded at only 
45 per cent of entitlement. It must be 
borne in mind that even the aid for those 
students who live on-base may be reduc­ 
ed 10 per cent below entitlement. 
In Carlin’s projected figures for the 
1970 - 71 fiscal year, P.L. 874 aid 
would represent about 41.8 per cent of all 
federal and local property tax revenues. 
The combined figure for the two cate­ 
gories is nearly $4.3 million. I don’t see 
a figure for the percentage of total rev­ 
enues represented by P.L. 874 monies, 
but I would assume that it would be 
something less than the 25 per cent fig­ 
ure used by Carlin for previous years. 
All of this makes it difficult for thè 
district staff to compile a budget which 
theoretically should be ready to go by 
June 30. It is also difficult for Lompoc 
Educational Association to formulate a 
salary proposal which I understand was 
to be completed yesterday and today for 
early submission to the school board.

8.4 should be revised to eliminate the 
loophole through which opponents of fed­ 
eral funds in the first place can wiggle 
through reductions in allocations. But 
meanwhile Carlin's hair is growing thin, 
not to mention the anguish of school 
trustees, staff members and not the 
least taxpayers. 
More has been written on the subject 
of P.L. 874 probably than on any other 
single piece of legislation. Surely there 
is a solution somewhere in all that 
verbiage.

Operation Middle East 


Of all the questions that are asked, I 
dread most the one that says, “What 
should the United States do about the 
M i d e a s t N o t only because it is far 
from obvious what we should do. but be­ 
cause people are so fiercely passionate 
whenever the subject 
is raised. Mostly, in 
America, on Israel’s 
side; but not by any 
means 
exclusively. 
There are very ar­ 
dent lobbyists for the 
Arabs. But the par­ 
tisanship is so in­ 
tense that one finds 
oneself dreading to 
tread upon it, and that 
doesn’t make much 
sense. A year or so 
ago I formulated a private rule, which 
1 have found very useful, and now urge 
it on the chanceries of the world. It 
is this: no historical moralizing. If you 
apply that rule, you do away with about 
95 per cent of the rhetoric issuing out of 
both sides. 
This is not to say that it isn’t his­ 
torically or morally important whose 
fault it was that the 1967 war began, or 
whose fault it is that there are hun­ 
dreds of thousands of Palestine refugees. 
We need to take the existing situation 
and see what can be done with it strict­ 
ly on the basis of mutual advantage. I 
say “ we,” because it is inconceivable 
that the I nited States would be uninvolv­ 
ed in a Mideast collision, one point. 
Point two, the Soviet Union has chosen 
to play a very large hand in the Mid­ 
east, which requires a compensatory in­ 
volvement of our own. And, point three, 
the United States had considerable in­ 
fluence on both parties. Through the Jew­ 
ish - American population, which has suc- 
corded Israel from the beginning, and 
through the oil companies, whose in­ 
vestments in the area have uncovered 
two hundred billion barrels of oil de­ 
posits which are being bought almost ex­ 
clusively by western powers and are the 
main strength of the economies of four 
Arab states. 
A suggestion has been made by Eu­ 
gene Rostow, professor of law at Yale 
University, 
and 
formerly under sec­ 
retary of state for political affairs. Mr. 
Rostow, speaking at Hartford, urged that 
the United States adopt the initiative in 
the Middle East. He reminded his audi­ 
ence that on three occasions the Presi­ 
dent of the United States has affirmed 
that we have vital national interests in 
the ^Middle East, and recalled that in 
1967, the United Nations made a series 
of recommendations which have lain dor­ 
mant. And then Mr. Rostow went on to 
make a number of points 
1. Let us take extraordinary pains to 
advise Nasser and the Soviet Union that 
“their present course involves risks 
which no man can foresee or control.” 
2. Let us urge a formal restoration 
of the cease-fire in the Security Coun­ 
cil, notwithstanding Soviet opposition to 
it. “ In connection with the restoration 
of the cease-fire,” says Professor Ros­ 
tow, “ we should propose effective police 
action to treat the war against airlin­ 
ers, and other aspects of the guerrilla 
campaign, as international piracy. Under 
international law,” Professor Rostow 
reminds us, “ a state is fully responsi­ 
ble for irregular hostilities conducted 
from 
its territorties. If it cannot con­ 
trol such activities, the international 
community is authorized to do so.” 
3. The head of the Security Council 
should fix an actual day when represen­ 
tatives of the warring powers should 
meet with him to initiate cease-fire dis­ 
cussions. If the Soviet Union uses its 
veto, at least we shall have isolated it, 
and crystallized world opinion. 
4. Get NATO into the act. There is 
nothing like a little saber - rattling to 
instill a little prudence into certain si­ 
tu at ions. (1 hasten to add that the for­ 
mulation is mine, not Mr. Rostow’s.) 


5. For heaven’s sake, don’t start A rner- 
ican troop withdrawals from Europe at 
this moment. 
6. Squelch Senator Matthias’ resolu­ 
tion to repeal the authorization given 
a dozen years ago to the President to 
use force in the area at his discre­ 
tion. 
And 7. Offer to guarantee any agree­ 
ment reached by the parties. “ I can con­ 
ceive, 
says Mr. Rostow, “of no step 
more likely to change the political cli­ 
mate . . . and to offer the Arabs a 


genuine 
alternative 
to their preser 
course. With an American guarantee fo 
the peace . . . it should become pos 
sible for Israel to sign the Non-Prolil 
eration Ireaty.” We are in any casi 
committed under the Eisenhower Doc 
trine, so that such a guarantee wouh 
not add to our international load. Oi 
the contrary, it might lessen it, insofai 
as it was successful in catalyzing j 
modus vivendi. Mr. Rostow, a practiea 
man, concludes by telling us that “wc 
may not succeed, but we must try.’
